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This  part  of  Module  6 begins  with  a study  of  advertising.  Then  students  are  asked  to  think  about 
the  image  of  themselves  that  they  present  when  communicating  with  others. 

Section  2:  Buyer  Beware 

Section  2 focuses  on  the  impact  the  countless  advertisements  that  bombard  people  in  today’s 
North  American  society  have  on  people.  Students  will  be  shown  how  ads  are  created  and  why 
they  work.  In  working  through  this  section,  students  should  become  more  critical  viewers, 
listeners,  and  readers  of  advertisements. 

• The  purpose  of  the  activities  in  this  section  is  to  develop  students’  critical  viewing  skills.  In 
the  first  activity,  students  are  asked  to  think  about  both  positive  and  negative  aspects  of 
advertising.  In  the  second  activity,  students  look  carefully  at  the  visual,  verbal/auditory,  and 
psychological  elements  of  advertisements. 

• The  first  assignment  question  offers  students  a choice  of  analysing  a television  commercial 
or  writing  an  essay  on  the  effects  of  advertising  on  people’s  lives.  If  your  student  chooses 
to  do  Part  A,  help  out  with  the  choice  of  an  appropriate  commercial  to  videotape.  The 
commercial  should  demonstrate  visual,  verbal,  and  psychological  elements  so  that  the 
student  can  answer  all  the  questions  in  the  assignment.  Students  should  view  the 
commercial  several  times  before  answering  the  questions.  The  videocassette  must  be 
submitted  with  the  Assignment  Booklet;  please  check  to  see  that  the  commercial  has  been 
taped  satisfactorily. 

If  your  student  chooses  to  do  Part  B (the  analysis  of  a magazine  advertisement),  help  out 
with  locating  a suitable  ad  that  will  enable  the  student  to  answer  all  the  questions  in  the 
assignment.  (Caution:  Some  ads  may  not  demonstrate  all  three  elements — visual,  verbal, 
and  psychological). 

• The  next  question  requires  students  to  write  an  essay.  Remind  your  student  to  follow  the 
writing  process  outlined  in  Module  1.  If  possible,  arrange  for  a writing  partner  to  assist  the 
student  with  revision  and  editing  suggestions. 

• The  third  activity  in  this  section  asks  students  to  consider  how  milk  could  be  advertised  to  a 
teenaged  audience.  Students  are  shown  a sample  script  in  the  Crossroads  9 textbook  for  a 
milk  commercial.  Using  this  script  as  a model,  students  are  then  asked  to  create  a script  for 
a milk  commercial.  Be  sure  that  your  student  targets  the  commercial  at  a teen  audience. 
Help  the  smdent  brainstorm  ideas  for  the  commercial  and  select  the  best  one  for  the 
assignment.  After  the  student  has  drafted  the  script,  compare  it  with  the  one  in  the  textbook 
to  see  that  the  student  has  followed  the  example. 
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Section  3:  Sending  a Clear  Message 

Section  3 looks  at  the  impression  that  people  make  whenever  they  send  oral  and  written  messages 
to  others.  When  they’ve  finished  the  section,  students  should  be  able  to  communicate  clearly  and 
effectively  in  a variety  of  ways,  including  e-mail  messages  and  business  letters. 

• Section  3 looks  at  the  etiquette  of  answering  a phone,  introducing  oneself  and  others,  and 
writing  faxes  and  e-mail  messages.  The  intent  of  the  first  two  activities  is  to  stress  the 
importance  of  conununicating  clearly  and  making  a good  impression.  In  the  first  activity, 
students  are  asked  to  do  some  role-playing  to  practise  introducing  themselves.  You  can 
assist  your  student  by  playing  the  adult  in  the  situations  and  having  the  student  introduce 
himself  or  herself  to  you. 

• E-mail  has  become  very  common  today,  but  many  people  are  careless  when  they  write 
e-mail  messages.  If  your  student  uses  e-mail,  encourage  him  or  her  to  be  attentive  to  the 
audience,  content,  tone,  and  use  of  language. 

• The  last  activity  in  the  section  teaches  students  how  to  write  a formal  letter.  Use  the  Junior 
High  English  Language  Arts  Handbook  for  information  on  how  to  format  letters  of  this  sort. 
Share  formal  letters  that  you’ve  received  with  your  student  to  illustrate  the  format  they  use. 
(Note  that  some  variations  in  format  may  be  observed.)  In  the  Assignment  Booklet,  students 
are  asked  to  write  a formal  letter  applying  for  a job.  They  should  use  the  writing  process  for 
the  body  of  the  letter  (create  a web  for  ideas,  develop  an  outline,  draft  the  body).  Encourage 
your  student  to  use  a computer  to  create  the  polished  copy  of  the  letter.  Students  should  also 
practise  addressing  an  envelope.  Be  sure  that  your  student  completes  the  checklist  in  the 
Assignment  Booklet  before  submitting  the  assignment  response  for  assessment.
